Stanislas Recaptured. 
Petrograd, via London, March 6.— 


Reoccupancy by the Russians of Stan- 
islau is regarded here as justifying 
their - claims that the rapid advance 
of the Austrian-German right flank in 
Galicia 
was 
/hazardous so long as 


their left flank in Galicia was suc- 
cessfully held back by the Russian 
forces. 
The 
right 
Austria-German 
flank advanced impetuously, apparent- 
ly without regard to the inability of 
the left wing to co-operate in the con- 
templated encircling movement. 


The right flank in conseueerace ;is 


now in danger of having the tables 
rurned and being surrounded by Rus- 
sian forces. 


Occupy Bukowlna. 


The Russians now look for the re- 
lirement of the Austrians from Czer- 
nowitz and all of Bukowina, where 
the Austrian position will become un-, 
tenable if the Russians are able to ' 
continue 
the 
successful movement 
initiated at Stanislau. 
Having aban- 
doned the offensive along the north- 
ern front, the Germans are now seek- 
ing merely to fortify the Russian ter- 
ritory taken in the advance from East 
Prussia and to establish a' defensive 
line. 


The Russians apparently have been 


able, however, to interfere seriously 
with this plan by the advancement 
of the tenth army corps; which the 
Germans asserted was virtually de- 
stroyed as result of the German vic- 
tory in East Prussia.

ed onslaught on the Germans, in the

billty for Action in Dead1 Earn- 


est anfd Watch All Bills 


Carefully. 


N. B. This is one of a series of arti 
clos written exclusively for the Ga 
zette on political matters. 
(By Bob.Acres.) 
' Madison, March 6.—If the Wiscon 
sin legislation of 1915 completes what 
it has so bravely.- set out to do—the 
cutting down of state expenses—il 
will leave a record for itself that wll 
be hard to find fault with. It is the 
watchword of the members, "Watch 
the expense list." Attend any com- 
mittee hearing you 
please and you 
wll find one or two of the members 
asking questions on bills as to the ex- 
pense entailed . to the 
taxpayers If 
this measure should 
become a law. 
Listen to. the debates on the floor of 
either house and it Is the same hue 
and cry. 
Nor is this sentiment found alone 
in the 
legislative) halls. In 
every 
branch of state affairs it is discussed 
and the pruning knife is 
at 
work. 
Take for instance the discovery by 
the Investigating committee that the 
state was paying $1,602 a year for 
storage purposes for some 
twenty 
thousand dollars' worth of print pa- 
per bought, for the Lord knows what 
reason, by the reform administration 
agents, and note the results. The 
state has the paper on hand and un- 
til some plan can be suggested 
for 
its use or disposal .it has to be stored, 
so what does the new superintendent 
of public property do but 
assemble 
it all in one storage 
warehouse, in- 
stead of four, at the cost of but $600- 
a yeaiv This means a saving of $1,002 
a 5'ear alone in this item. 
Not much you say? Well, 
It 
is 
just a sample of what the new ad- 
ministration is tryine to accomplish,, 
and a thousand 
dollars saved here 
and a thousand dollars saved there 
totals up wonderfully in the aggre- 
gate. In fact, 
there are so many 
leaks in the handling of the state's' 
money, so many cases where the au- 
thority and the administration of vari- 
ous departments overlap at present, 
that it will be hard work to make 
many radical changes that will show 
•material savings until these depart- 
ments are reorganized, consolidated 
and matters adjusted. 
It is coming 
in a few days. That is, the bills for 
this purpose are being prepared;- and 
then the public will understand what 
is being unedrtaken. 


Taku for examle the Hanson bill 
which was before a senate committee 
the other day. It calls attention to 
the fact that almost all of the import- 
ant commissions having use for engi- 
neering service, have their own spe- 
cial engineer. It showed how 
one 


man, 
officially connected with 
the 
railway commission, at a nominal 
salary, was on the payroll of so many 
various committees that his total pay 
was even more than that of the com- 
missioners in charge of the depart- 
ments he worked for. it would con- 
solidate all the 
engineering depart- 
ments under one head, with the men 
employed available for 
use in vari- 
ous other departments when needed. 
Just an idea of what is to come. Con- 
colidation of allied 
interests 
at an 
immense saving to the taxpayer. 
Speaking of the 
railroad commis- 
sion- I am going to whisper some- 
thing tp you. Recently at a hearing 
before one of the committees, in fact 
the Wll being taken 
up referred to 
the vestibules, on railroad 
cars two 
engineers, employed by the railway 
commission, were present to advance 
arguments favoring the bill. One, on 
being questioned, was asked 
if 
he 
represented the railway 
commission 
or appeared as an 
individual 
He 
stammered around 
for 
a few mo- 
ments and then said, "As an 
indi- 
vidual. 
Well, to make a long storv 
short, he did not talk on the bill at 
all, but the mere fact he appeared at 
the hearing, and took part in the de- 
liberations, caused 
a commotion In 
the railway commission's offices ami 
as a result two capable "lobbyists" 
arc not connected with the railway 
who wish expert services, but thev 
are nt connected with the railway 
commission any more. 
I do not mean 
to reflect on previ- 
ous members of this same railway 
commission, but I wish to say that 
since the advent of the two new mem' 
liers at 
headquarters in the 
east 
wing of the capltol, matters have 
taken on a businsss aspect 
There 
has. been a general house cleaning, 


of deliberation of matters of material 
interest to the state as a- whole- 
While the residents of rural districts 
are asking, "What of the taxes?" the 
answer comes back from the "billion 
dollar capito],"~--'1Bother taxes, 
we 
are discussing the European war." I

00 not take Into ' consideration that 
this Increase asked for by the rail- 
roads is necessary that they main- 
tain their service, but place their op- 
position on purely 
> political self-pre- 
servation grounds. Perhaps they are 
right and, then again 
perhaps they 
are not. Time will tell. 
Before closing I am going to give 
a? tidings to the farmers who lost 
heir herds of .cattle and their flocks 
->f sheep through the hoof and mouth 
i.?a?f epidemic. 
The bill carrying 
with it financial relief for them is to 
appear from the committee room this 
ommg week. Tlie committee has 
wice had to change the total amount

rise and prevent serious delay In

>eing paid promptly. It is a good 
nove and one that will be appreciated 
y the sufferers.

office, to the provisions of Section 30 
hey will see at once that there is no 
reason for causing the city the extra 
expense of a primary. Under sub-sec- 
ion six (6) nomination papers may 
e filed not more than fifteen days, 
ior less than four days before elee- 
;ion. 
They should contain the signa- 
tures of voters representing at least 
three per cent of the whole number 
of votes cast in that district for gov- 
ernor, at the last general election, but 
in no case by less than fifteen voters. 
Most of the candidates for office, to 
be voted for within the city, are un- 
opposed and it is altogether unneces- 
sary that the city should go to several 
hundred dollars expense, just to hold 
a preliminary for some two or three 
candidates.

Expect No Shortage of Food 


Despite European War Demand

ICKNTSEE! 


The 1914 wheat, crop of the United 


States was estimated to be 891,000,- 
000' 'bushels. The ' estimated surplus 
carried over from the 1914 crop was 
about 76,000,000 bushels. There was, 
therefore, a. 'total available supply or 
967,000,000 bushels.. -.-As the normal 
annual 
per ' capita consumption of 
wheat in the United ' States is aliout 
5.3 
bushels, ' 520,000,000 
bushels 
should meet our normal domestic 
requirements for -food; 
in addition, 


90,000,000 bushels are required annu- 
ally for seeding. 610,000,000 bushels, 
therefore, should supply the normal 
domestic demand. This would leave 


; a surplus of 357,000,000 bushels. Of 
this surplus about 210,000,000 bushels 
were exported by January 30. This 
left 147,000,000 bushels,, or 40,000,000 
bushels more than our average an- 
nual export for the past five years, 
for export between February 1 and 
the appearance of the new crop, or 
for carrying over into the next crop 
year. The 
amount 
is 
sufficient to 
permit the export of nearly 1,000,000 
bushels a day until July 1, before 
which time the new crop will begin 
to be available. 
This is about the 
average recent exportation. 
The large demand for our wheat 
arises from the fact that there was 
an 
estimated 
world's 
shortage of 
over 400,000,000 
bushels outside of 
the'United States; from the1 fact that 
the 
Russian 
exportable surplus of 


100,000,000 bushels is not available 
generally, and from the fact that the I 
belligerent 
nations , are 
e'ager 
to j 
secure food supplies. It it were not 
for these things we should be discus- 
sing ways.and means of disposing of 
our . tremendous 
surplus 
of 
food 
products. 


As has been stated, the new Ameri- 
can crop will begin to appear before 
July. -The Argentine crop . is 
now 
coming'on' the -market.- It--is 
esti- 
mated that., from that 
source there 
will be1 available 100,000,000 bushels. 
A. surplus of 75,000,000 
bushels or 
more from India will be available in 
May and June. 
The increase in the

sown wheat acreage 
of 
the 
United States in -1914 was -ll.l per 
cent, or over 4,000,000 acres; in the 
northern hemisphere generally the 
acreage of winter 
wheat shows an

Wheat does not consti- 
tute more than 12% of the normal 
diet, about the same as poultry and 
eggs.

constitute 48%; vegetables 11%; 
fruits, nuts, sugar, 
fish 
and 
other 


, items, 
the 
remaining \ 19%. There 


I are larger supplies of corn and other 
grains, meat animals, dairy products, 
potatoes, and fruit at the opening of 
1915 than for many years. The most 
important 
competing products 
are 
corn and potatoes. This is shown by 
the fact that while the normal con- 
sumption of wheat is 5.3 bushels in 
Maine it is-only 4.7 bushels, and in 
Michigan 5. 
In the wheat growing 
states where wheat, is abundant, such 
.as Minnesota, the 
average is 7 2 
whertas in the South, where corn Is 
much used, the average is 4 bushels. 
Normally about 
3 
per cent of the 
corn crop -is -consumed as food. Of 
our total crop, (about 
80 millions 
would be used for food, the remain- 
der for olhre purposes.. The'remain'

could 
be 
used for foods and 
substitutes used

with a shortage' of foodstuffs.
